Shell Hits Close by 
UNICEF’s Afghan HQ 


KABUL — Shells fired by tiie 
Taleban militia narrowly missed 
toe United Nations Children’s 
Fund (UNICEF) offices here 
Wednesday, shattering a truce 
specially brokered by the agency, 
witnesses said. 

The attack came chi the fourth 
day of a five-day cease-fire ar- 
ranged by UNICEF to allow toe 
second round of its massive polio 
vaccination campaign to go ahead 
across war-torn Afghanistan. 

The artillery round, which 
landed just 15 meters (50 feet) 
from UNICEF’s now deserted 
Kabul headquarters, blew in the 
office’s remaining windows and 
sprayed the premises wim enumes 
of shrapnel. 

Another shell landed 30 meters 
(100 feet) away from UNICEF, 
slightly injuring two passers-by 
and causing extensive damage to 
nearby buildings in Kabul’s once* 
plush suburb of Wazir Akbar 


Khan, doctors and witnesses said. 

The large concrete building 
was empty, as the agency had 
earlier this year moved its person- 
nel to other premises in Kabul in 
a bid to further assure their secu- 
rity, officials said. 

Government and military 
sources said the D-30 artillery 
shells were fired by Talehan mili- 
tia, encamped on battered Kabul's 
outskirts for the past nine months. 

The shells were the first to fall 
in this besieged city since last 
Thursday when at least seven 
people were killed and 26 injured 
in an artillery barrage that struck 
a busy market place. 

UNICEF officials in the west- 
ern Pakistani city of Peshawar 
were dismayed at the attack 
which occurred after all sides in 
the Afghan civil war had agreed 
to a cessation of hostilities to fa- 
cilitate the crucial round of vacci- 
nations.

AFP Admits Its Distortion of

TEHRAN — The Tehran bureau of 
the Agence France Presse (AFP) 
admitted it distorted an 
article on crucial Islamic penal 
code, said IRNA, quoting the bilin- 
gual weekly Kayhan Havai on 
Wedn e sday. 

Acknowledging that the mis- 
take had been made in. covering 
the law, file bureau described the 
distortion as a “translation error** 
when the mistake was pointed out 
to it a few days later. It said that 
the article has been sent to press 
without corrections. 

Hie AFP in a dispatch on July 
9 said, “Iran's tough new Islamic 
penal code sets out the death sen- 
tence for defendants found guilty 
of unspecified offenses against the 
character of the founder of toe 
Islamic Republic the late Imam 


Khomeini and his successor Aya- 
tollah Seyed Ali Khamenei.** 

The agency did not quote any 
definite source and did not say 
where it had got the information 
from. 

According to article 514 of the 
Islamic penal code, anyone insult- 
ing in any way the late Imam 
Khomeini and the revered Leader 
shall be sentenced to a term of six 
months to two years in prison. 

“It was a translation error. 
There were no political motives 
behind the error,*' the agency’s 
Tehran bureau told Kayhan HavaL 
Asked why the agency did not 
correct the report later, it said, 
“We accept that we made a mis- 
take but it was too late to correct 
the article. We bad no text of the 
penal code to refer to and we 
learned of air mistake days after 
we had printed toe article.’*

Gowda said that the work on 
Dulhasti hydroelectric project 
which was laying redundant since 
the withdrawal of its staff by a 
. French firm in 1992, would be re- 
sumed with the French firm sup- 
plying the machinery and Indian 
contractors taking up civil works. 

As for the alternative national 
highway, Gowda said that the pro- 
ject will be less vulnerable to fre- 
quent blockades due to landslides 
and snow avalanches than the ex- 
isting Srinagar-Jammu highway. 

Describing the economic pack- 
age as “India's resolve to show to 
the world its commitment to the 
economic development of Kash- 
mir," the Indian premier said that 
. the projects would generate em- 
ployment and redress many of the 
economic woes of Kashmiris, 
bringing them, in turn, back to the 
national mainstream. 


Moscow Asks IMF for 
Revision of Deal on Oil

TEHRAN - Russia asked the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) on 
'Wednesday for a revision of the 
agreement requiring it to increase 
excise taxes on its oil products, In- 
terfax news agency reported, as 
quoted by AFP. 

It quoted Economics Minister 
Yevgeni Yasin as saying that he 
wanted a “correction" of the deal, 
which is part of an agreement un- 
der which the IMF agreed to grant 
a record credit of around 10 billion 
dollars to Russia, in installments. 

Yasin said he wanted such a re- 
vision “not because we cannot 
"Vet the provisions, but because 
life shows that they are unjust”. 


The IMF got Russia to drop its 
export taxes on oil products, while 
excise duties on such products are 
to rise from 55,000 rubles (10 dol- 
lars) to 70,000 rubles (13 dollars) 
per ton. Yasin said that this forced 
Russian oil companies to pay “ex- 
cessive taxes”, whereas they arc 
“in much worse shape than their 
Western counterparts". 

He added that it would be possi- 
ble to offset the drop in state in- 
come from lower excise taxes on 
oil products by more efficient tax 
collection in general. However, it 
was precisely lack of effectiveness 
of tax collection that has just led 
the IMF to decide on a one-month 
delay.

TEHRAN - Foodbome diseases, 
some of them considered emerg- 
ing because they have recently be- 
come more common, endanger 
human health, the United Nations 
Information Center in Tehran, 
quoting the World Health Organi- 
zation (WHO), reported 

For example, outbreaks of sal- 
monellosis have been reported for 
d e cade s, but within the past 20 
years, the disease has increased in 
incidence on many continents. In 
the Western Hemisphere and in 
Europe, salmonella Serotype En- 
teritidis (SE) has become the pre- 
dominant strain. Investigations of 
SE outbreaks indicate that its 
emergence is largely related to 
consumption of poultry or eggs. 

However, in 1994, there was a 
nationwide outbreak' of salmonel- 
losis in the United States as a re- 
sult of contamination of 
pasteurized ice cream during 
transport in lorries that had pre- 
viously carried nonpasteurized liq- 
uid eggs containing salmonella 
enteritidis. ■ It is estimated that 

224.000 persons were affected by 
the outbreak.

EU, Asia Prepare for WTO Meeting

TEHRAN - Senior officials from 
the European Union and 10 Asian 
countries met in Brussels ^ on 
Wednesday to prepare for a minis- 
terial meeting in Singapore in De- 
cember but were expected to avoid 
controversial subjects touching on 
•K ftman and labor rights, AFP re- 
ported. 

The meeting in Singapore is to 
be held under the aegis of the 
World Trade Organisation (WTO). 

The preparatory meeting in 
Brussels was expected to assess 
progress made in multilateral trade 
relations since the WTO was cre- 
ated at the beginning of 1995 m 
succession to the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
IGATT). 


The 10 Asian countries in- 
volved are Brunei. China, Indone- 
sia. Japan. Malaysia, the 
Philippines, Singapore, South Ko- 
rea, Thailand and Vietnam. 

EU sources said that the meet- 
ing. which was expected to last for 
two days, would not cover human 
rights and labor standards. 

Asian countries arc resisting 
pressure from the EU for these 
matters to be considered in the 
overall context of trade relations 
and fair-trading practice. 

But the EU Commission was 
expected to adopt on Wednesday a 
proposal to the 15 EU states to 
raise minimum labor standards at 
Ihc conference in Singapore, the 
EU sources said. 


The main purpose of the talks 
between the EU and Asian coun- 
tries is to stimulate trade and in- 
vestment. 

In 1994 two-way trade was 
high, amounting to about 250 bil- 
lion ECUS (315 billion dollars), 
but direct investment from Europe 
in Asia amounted to only one per- 
cent of all direct investment from 
the EU abroad from 1 982 to 1992. 

The two sides also disagree over 
matters of cross-frontier invest- 
ment which the EU wants to de- 
velop. 

They have agreed to improve 
their cooperation over matters con- 
cerning non-tariff barriers, notably 
through working on customs pro- 
cedures, standards and regulations.

UK Threatens EU Stand 
Against U.S. Cuba Ban

TEHRAN - The British govern- 
ment was reported Wednesday to 
have thrown uncertainty over 
European Union plans to retaliate 
against controversial U.S. anti- 
Cuba legislation by threatening to 
veto some of the proposals. 

The UK move to block a united 
EU stand was said by the Finan- 
cial Times Wednesday to have 
taken the European Commission 
by surprise as it was preparing to 
approve a draft statute to shield 
companies threatened by the U.S. 
anti-Cuba law. 

It quoted one official saying it 
was unclear whether the UK had 
fundamental objections to the 
united proposals or whether it was 


engaging in delaying tactics to 
pre-empt domestic accusation that 
it was aligning itself too closely 
with Europe against the U.S. 

British officials denied the UK 
was trying to weaken the EU 
stance, saying it always insisted 
there must be consultations before 
retaliatory* measures were agreed. 
Its concern was that it wanted to 
be satisfied there was no infringe- 
ment of national sovereignty. 

The proposed EU blocking 
statute prohibits European compa- 
nies from complying with provi- 
sions of the U.S. act and despite 
UK objections, was ironically 
seen closely modelled on Britain's 
19S1 protection of trading inter- 
ests act. 


Mahlouji said that the joint Jran- 
Guinca bauxite mining project cou- 
pled with improvement of delivery 
facilities at the country's port, are 
attracting investors to the West Af- 
rican country. 

He expressed confidence over 
the ability' of an Iranian engineer- 
ing consultant firm involved in the 
bauxite mining project in Guinea to 
accomplish Ihc woik successfully. 

At the meeting, Iran's Deputy 
Minister of Mines and Metals Ali 
Kolahdouz said that in order to 
speed up the transfer of bauxite 
from Guinean mines to the ports, 
parts of railway equipment have 
been bought on barter basis from 
some foreign countries which in 
turn have agreed to receive bauxite 
as payment. 

He added that Iran would make 
use of Guinean bauxite in a pilot 
plant for producing alumina pow- 
der with a capacity of three tons 
per day. He said that 40 percent of 
construction work of the plant has 
already been completed.

Imam, Father of the Savior

Hossein Tabatabaei 
Imam Hassan ibn Ali ‘Askari, 
the soo of the tenth Imam vvas 
born in 232/845 and according to 
some Shi’a sources was poisoned 
and killed in 260/872 through the 
instigation of the Abbasid caliph 
Mu’tamid. 

The eleventh Tmam gained the 
i mamate, after the death of his no- 
ble father, through Divine Com- 
mand and through the decree of 
the previous Imams. 

During the seven yean of his

inornate, due to untold restrictions 
placed upon him by the caliphate, 
he lived in hiding and dissimula- 
tion (taqiyah). He did not have 
any social contact with even the 
common people among the Shi‘a 
population. Only the elite of the 
Shi’a were able to see him 

Even so, he spent most of his 
time in prison. There was extreme 
repression at that time because the 
Shi’a population had reached a 
considerable level in both num- 
bers and power. 

Everyone knew that the Shi’a 


believed in the inornate, and the 
identity of the Shi’a Imams was 
also known. Therefore, the caliph- 
ate kept the Imams under its close 
supervision more than ever before. 

It tried through every possible 
means and through secret plans to 
remove and destroy them. Also, 
the caliphate had come to know 
that the elite among the Shi’a be- 
lieved that the eleventh imam, ac- 
cording to traditions cited by him 
jS well as his forefathers, would 
have a son who was the promised 
Mahdi. 


The coming of the Mahdi had 
been foretold in authenticated 
hadiths of the Prophet in both 
Sunni and Shi’a sources. For this 
reason the eleventh Imam, more 
than other Imams, was kept under 
dose watch by the caliphate. 

The caliph of tire rime had do* 
dded definitely to put an end to 
the fmamate in Shi’a through 
every possible means and to dose 
the door to the imamate once and 
for all. 

Therefore, as soon as the news 
of the illness, of the eleventh 
Imam reached Mu’tamid, he sent a 
physician and a few of his trusted 
agents and judges to 
the house of the Imam to be with 
him and observe his condition and 
the situation within his house at 
all times. 

After the de&h of the Imam, 
they had the house investigated 
and all his female slaves examined 
by the midwife. For two years the 
secret agents of the caliph 
searched for the successor of the 
Imam until they lost all hope. 

The eleventh Imam was buried 
in his house in Samanah next to 
his noble father. Here it should be 
remembered that during their life- 
times the Imams trained many 
hundreds of scholars of religion 
and hadith, and it is these scholars 
who have transmitted to us infor- 
mation about the Imams. 

In order not to protong the mat- 
ter, the list of their names and 
works and their biographies have 
not been included here. 



Mahathir Calls for Review of Islamic Laws 


BEIJING- Couples in the bustling 
eastern city of Tianjin face a "sin 
lax” of up to 1,000 yuans ($120) if 
they live together without getting 
married, Xinhua reported Wednes- 
day. 

Also, die Chinese hoping to 
marry foreigners can put their 
dreams on hold or move away 
from Tianjin, formerly a treaty 
port with an atmosphere similar to 
Shanghai in the roaring 20s. 

The newly issued code forbids 
marriage agencies from arranging 
Chinese-foreign matches. 

Mixed marriages "sometimes 
have problems, " a Tianjin city of- 
ficial said by telephone. 

He refused to elaborate, saying 
only "our aim is not to fine people 
but to educate them,” and adding 
that nobody had yet received the 
maximum fine, which, differently 
to Xinhua, he put at 2,000 yuans. 

Many Chinese— especially 
those in rural areas— consider 
themselves married after a simple 
ceremony at home, and may only 
find out they are "illegal" when 
they apply to their work units to 
have a child. 

"We have seen a declining 
trend of marriage registering, so 
the code is aimed to putting mar- 
riage management on a legal 
track,” said Wang Xuefo, director 
of the Municipal Marriage Man- 
agement Division of Tianjin Civil 
Administration Bureau. 

The minimum age for marriage 
in China is 20 for women and 22 
for men. (MT) 


KUALA LUMPUR — Malaysian 
Prime Minister Mahathir Mohamad 
has called for a review of traditional 
Islamic laws. 

"Islam is a just religion and 
generally averse the universal 
principle of what constitutes jus- 
tice,” said Mahathir, who is in- 
creasingly recognized 
mternatknaUy as a leader of more 
moderate Muslims. 

Mahathir, quoted in foe New 
Straits Tunes daily, said Muslim 
jurists should go back to foe 
Qoran, foe Muslims* holy book, 
and review Islamic laws. 

"Fanaticism and a ’holier than 
thou’ at titud e is not faith. They are 
manifestation of *nafsu’, or lust, 
of giving in to base instincts, * the 
72-year old leader said. 

The Prime Minister said mod- 
em Muslims must be prepared to 
again interpret foe Qoran as past 
jurists were prepared to interpret 
and make pronouncements. 

If modem scholars who exam- 
ine the Qoran were mere humans 
and might be wrong, the chances 
of many Muslim jurists of foe past 
being wrong were even greater, 
Mahathir said. 

"How else can they rule that it 
was permitted for foe S ultan of 
Turkey to keep a harem of 300 
concubines, or foe murefer of all 
foe new Sultan's brothers upon his 
accession to the Othmaniah 
throne, or their virtual imprison- 
ment in order to prevent any chal- 
lenge to the Sultan’s position? 

"Their interpretations cannot 
be taken as infallible and final. 
Only when Islam is interpreted so 
as to be relevant in a world which 
is different from what it was 1,400 
years ago can Islam be regarded as 


a religion for all ages,” he said. 

His remarks came amid gov- 
ernment moves to the 

ad m i nis tration of the Islamic laws, 
which have tong been interpreted 
differently and independently by 
state religious authorities in ma- 
laysia. 

In Malaysia's northeastern 
Kelantan State, foe sole opposi- 
tion-led state, True Parti Islam 
(PAS) has been fighting to imple- 
ment religious laws. 

PAS has instituted separate 
payment counters at supermarkets 
for men and women and also 
banned annual carnivals in which 
opposite sexes paraded side by 
side.

in the 100-mtr. 

The 200-mtr was a tad too long 
for the South African, and a shade 
too short for the American. 

“I think I need a 400-mtr 
breast-stroke,” she said. 

Loader, who was 17 when he 
won silver in the 200-mtr butterfly 
in Barcelona four years ago. won 
both golds with New Zealand re- 
cords. 

American Amy Van Dylccn 
also upped her gold tally to two — 
one a relay gold — with a victory 
in the lOO-mlrbuttcrfly. 

“Individual gold, there’s noth- 
ing better than that,” Van Dyken 
said, a sentiment shared by com- 
patriot Mark Rouse.

“This defeat must not happen 
again,” Prince Sultan warned the 
players.

ATLANTA — Alexander Karelin 
muscled his way to a third Olym- 
pic wrestling gold in a row on 
Tuesday, and left American rival 
Matt Ghaffori feeling he’s been 
lighting a monster. 

Ghaflari took the Russian su- 
per heavyweight into overtime be- 
fore going down 1-0 to a referee’s 
decision in the Greco-Roman fi- 
nal. 

There was simply no stopping 
a 28-year-old Siberian who has 
never lost an international bout, 
and who has won cvciy world and 
Olympic title since 1988. 

“It’s like wrestling King 
Kong,” Ghaflari lamented, who 
has never -beaten him in over a 
dozen attempts. 

“If you want to beat Alexander 
Karelin, you’ve gpt to start teach- 
ing some technique to the strong- 
est animal on earth, and that 
would be a great big gorilla,” 
added Ghaflari. who sobbed as be 
collected his silver medal. 

Ghaflari. who was bom in Te- 
hran, is actually' the Russian's big - 1 
gest admirer, keeping a picture 
and poster of Karelin in his train- 
ing locker. 

“He’s a great athlete, and he 
works hard. The poster and the 
picture are staying in the locker,” 
he said. “He’s head and shoulders 
above the resL I want to be as 
good as him one day.” 

Ghaflari made light of the ri- 
valry between the two men. say- 
ing: “We have a mutual respect 
for each other. But \vc say ‘hello’ 
and joke around a bit. And I make 
fun of his haircuts.” 

"You’ve got to remember this 
was history in the making. He’sj 
never lost a- match before so it’s 
very hard for aiyonc to get up and 
beat him, especially in the Olym- 
pic finals.”

eral Assembly ipf the United 
States, * Qian sajcTthrough an inter- 
preter. 

Christopher and his Russ ian 
counterpart Yevgeny Primakov on 
Tuesday issued a joint statement 
backing a draft compromise 
drawn up in Geneva on June 28, 
in a bid to speed conclusion of the 
treaty. 

Their initiative was backed on 
Tuesday by Japanese Foreign 
Minister Yukihiko Ikeda. 

So far, China has called for the 
possibility of conducting nuclear 
tests for "peaceful " purposes. The 
United States and foe other de- 
clared nuclear powers want a com- - 
plete ban. 


The United Slates has also 
stressed it wants the treaty to be 
signed on foe sidelines of foe UN’s 
General Assembly at foe end of 
September in New York.

“Our plans at foe moment show 
os that in the early part of foe next 
century we should be at about three 
million” barrels per day (bpd) of 
oil, KPC managing director Nader 
Sultan told AFP. 

This capacity “will increase by 
foe year 2005,” but he said Ku- 
wait's potential as a low-cost pro- 
foicer with abundant reserves was 
constrained mainly by limits set hy 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC). 

“Wb have huge reserves. If we 
run it tike foe north sea we should 
be producing eight million barrels 
(per day). But those are not our 
policies,” foe head erf Kuwait's 
state-owned oil company said. 

“Wj can’t operate in that way 
because we hare a leading role to 
plav in OPEC,” be added. 

“Non-OPEC production, OPEC 
policy and Kuwait's share of 
OPEC’s production are foe three 
elements that will finally decide 
what Kuwait will produce,” he 
said. 

Kuwait currently produces two 
million bpd of oil, tin limit set by 
OPEC, and has proven crude re- 
serves of about 100 billion barrels. 
The government has been unsuc- 
cessful in its calls for a higher 
quota. 

Sultan , said KPC is moving 
ahead with {dans to increase its 
international refining capacity, par- 
ticularly in Asia where demand is 
growing strongly. 

“We have to focus, like all other 
companies, on where we see 
growth potential and the growth 
potential is all in Asian markets and 
Asian-Pacific markets,” he said. 

KPC has set itself a target of 
building refining capacity of 

400.000 bpd in Asia by 2000 
through joint-venture operations. 

A memorandum of under- 
standing has been signed with foe 
Indian Oil Company to set up a 
refinery wife a capacity of close to 

200.000 bpd in Orissa, India, Sul- 
tan said, adding that it was now 
“progressing to the next stage of 
setting up the joint-venture com- 
pany and doing engineering stud- 
ies.” 


A second refinery in India is 
already planned, alongside joint 
ventures in Thailand and Pakistan, 
all to be “built from scratch,” Sul- 
tan said. 

In Europe, KPC plans to raise its 
refining capacity to 300,000 bpd 
from 120,000 bpd at present, and 
will do so by buying stakes in ex- 
isting refineries, Sultan said. 

KPC is finalizin g a contract to 
buy a 50 percent stake in Milazzo 
refinery, Italy, owned by foe Italian 
oil company AGIP. 

“Wfe’re in foe very final stages,” 
Sultan said, adding that a contract 
signing would take place soon. 

KPC was set up by foe govern- 
ment in 2980 as a holding company 
for all Kuwait's oil production, ex- 
port and downstream activities. In 
fiscal 1994/95, KPC reported prof- 
its of 729 million dinars (2.4 billion 
dollars). on? 

Bank of Italy 
Slashes 
Discount Rate 

ROME — The bank of Italy 
slashed its discount rate on Tuesday 
from 9 to 8.25 percent. 

The previous change in the stra- 
tegic rate dated back to May 29 last 
year, when it was lifted from 8.25 
to 9 percent to check a plunge erf 
die lira and to counter inflationary 
pressures. 

The rate cut had been eagerly 
awaited by financial markets, Ital- 
ian business and the center-left gov- 
ernment. 

The central bank said the move 
was due to the slowdown in Italian 
inflation noted foe last few months. 
“It is realistic to expect the infla- 
tion rate to average less than 4 
percent for 1996 as a whole”, foe 
bank said. “These results reflect 
the effects erf the anti-inflationary 
monetary policy initiated in the 
summer of 1994. 

“The monetary conditions are 
aimed at promoting a further de- 
cline of inflation to bring it below 
3 percent (a year) in the next few 
months and in 1997". 

The announcement immediately 
pushed prices up and yields down 
on bond markets, while foe lira 
firmed slightly against foe German 
mark to 1,015.75 lire to the mark 
against the previous 1,017.50.

BEUING - Advertising agencies 


Last Challenge Fails to 
Avert Rights Curb V 


in China could be held responsible 
for promoting "traditional virtues" 
of die Chinese people with a new 
rule expected to come into effect 
in September, the China Daily said 
recently. 

The new morality rule will re- 
quire. advertisers to launch "at 
least one advertisement" promot- 
ing "traditional virtues of the Chi- 
nese nation,” such as practicing 
thrift and showing respect and love 
towards the aged and young, offi- 
cials in charge of public service 
announcements told the daily. 

The English-language daily 
said public service announcements 
had "attracted attention and 
aroused public interest in such is- 
sues as ethics, environmental pro- 
tection and caring for old people, 
women and children. " 

However, this effort was not 
enough and a government circular 
"suggests that each specialized ad- 
vertising company should produce 
at least one advertisement for the 
benefit of the public. 

"Media organs should provide 
space or time to ensure the release 
of public- interest announcements 
and advertisements,” the paper 
said. 

The new rules complement a 
national advertising law that went 
into effect in February last year in 
an attempt to control China’s 
booming advertising business. 
Advertising agencies had billings 
worth $27.33 billion last year, ten 
times the amount recorded in 
1990.

STOCKHOLM, — The Estonian 
chairman of the commission 
investigating the cause of the 1994 
Estonia ferry disaster in the Baltic 
Sea, in which 852 people died, has 
resigned, the Swedish daily 
Dagens Nyheter said. 

Audi Meister, who had criti- 
cized die work of the Swedish ex- 
perts, said he resigned for "health, 
reasons" but the move "must be 
interpreted as a clear message" 
just months ahead of the publica- 
tion of the commission's final re- 
port on die tragedy, die paper said. 

According to Dagens Nyheter , 
die former transport minister had 
heavily criticized Swedish 
authorities in the Estonian media 
for the way in which theylead the 
investigation into one of the 
world’s worst maritime disasters. 

Meister said that the Swedish 
and Estonian experts would draw 
different conclusions an what had 
happened on die night of Septem- 
ber 27-28, 1994. 

He also complained to the news 
agency Baltic News Service that 
thq Swedish experts had not pre- 
sented certain video images of the 
wreck when the commission met 
on Friday in Helsinki, die paper 
said. 

The Estonians had asked that

Nicotine Could 
Be as Addictive 
as Heroin 

LONDON (Reuter) — Nicotine 
acts on the brain in a similar way 
to drugs Hke cocaine and heroin 
and could be just as addictive, Ital- 
ian scientists said. 

The researchers, writing in the 
Science Journal Nature, said their 
work went some way to refuting 
claims by the smoking lobby that 
tobacco was merely habit-forming 
rather than addictive. 

The scientists said experiments 
on rats showed that nicotine stimu- 
lated local energy metabolism and 
the release of the neurotransmitter 
dopamine in the part of the brain ' 
associated with emotional expres- 
sion. 

The effects were the same as 
those triggered by cocaine and her- 
oin and have been linked with ad- 
diction, said the scientists from the 
University of Cagliari in Italy. 

“Our results are relevant here 
because they show that nicotine 
shares with addictive drugs a dis- 
crete neurochemical and functional 
property... this property might it- 
self be critical to the addictive 
properties of nicotine,” they 
wrote.

But Ornish also dis- 
covered that the low-fat vegetarian 
diet he prescribed to help unclog 
arteries can trim waistlines as 
welL During the first year of his 
study, patients lost an average of 
22 pounds. 

This outcome was unexpected 
because most of the patients were 
eating more. Dr. Lee Lipsenthal, 
an Ornish colleague, explains it 
this way: “A candy bar and a 
bunch of fresh broccoli have 
roughly the same number of calo- 
ries. After eating the candy bar 
^ you probably won’t feel foil. But 
you'll feel stuffed if you eat the 
brocoli.”

Obesity' specialist Dr. C. 

Wayne Callaway of George Wash- 
ington University in Washington, 

D.C., says dapping any meal can 
lower metabolism, which nor- 
mally speeds up to help digest 
food. Let’s say your body at rest 
bums 1600 calories daily. If you 
skip breakfast, you use up 80 
fewer calories per day. But if you 


two meals per week. Substitute 
diced vegetables- eggplant, mush- 
rooms, peppers-for the meat in 
spaghetti sauce, or load up a pot of 
chili with vegetables of 

beef. Two meatless meals a week 
could save you 550 or more calo- 
ries per week -ten pounds in 16 
months. 

3 . Follow the One-to-One 

Rule: Americans have a gargan- 


The solution is to employ the 
one-to-one substitution rule. Thar 
is, when you replace a regular 
brownie with a fiat- fee one, eat the 
same portion -not a bigger piece. If 
you cut back each day from four 
ft-free sandwich cookies (200 
calories) to two (100 calories or 
pass on a second scoop of fat-free 
ice cream (100 calories), you can 
lose ten pounds in ten or 12 
months. 

4. Don't Cut Too Many 
Calories: You must eat less to 
lose weight, but don’t go over- 
board on cutting calories. Other- 
wise the body senses impending " 
starvation" slows down metabo- 
lism and conserves energy by 
functioning on fewer calories. 
This "fuel efficiency” mode will 
make it harder for you to lose 
weight. 

How few is too few calories? 
To prevent a metabolic slowdown, 
you’ll need to take in at least 
enough daily calories to meet the 
-energy demands of your body at 
rest. Dr. Callaway offers these 
simple formulas to estimate your 
resting metabolic rate- that is, the 
number of calories your body 
needs each day to function at rest 

Another way to find your 


proper calorie level is to keep a 
food diary. Pick up an inexpensive 
calorie counter at the bookstore 
and keep track of tow much you 
ear. Then cut back SO or 100 calo- 
ries each day. Eventually you’ll 
find a calorie level that will pro- 
mote slow, steady weight loos-and 
you’ll be able to shed ten pounds 
in 12 to 24 months. 

5. Beware of Finger 
Foods: It’s Monday and you've 
already had breakfast But tow 
much difference can two mini- 
doughnuts (120 calories) at the 
office really make? On Tuesday 
you filch a few Oreo cookies (1600 
calories) before supper. And so it 
goes, all week long. You might not 
think twice about eating these 
snacks, but snitching just 100 ex- 
tra calories a day can ma ke you 
gain ten pounds in a year. 

If you can’t give up finger 
foods, why not replace high-calo- 
rie items with low-calorie ones? 
Ready-to-eat baby carrots (4 calo-* 
ries each), celery (6 calories per 
stolk) or air-popped popcorn (30 
calories a cup) are some options. 

If you eat 75 fewer calories a day, 
you can lose ten pounds in about

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WASHINGTON (AFP) — A 68- 
year-old woman has become the 
first patient to undergo gene ther- 
apy for arthritis, the University of 
Pittsburgh Medical Center an- 
nounced. 

If represented the first such 
study for an autoimmu.ie disorder, 
in which a person’s immune system 
attacks the body’s own tissues, the 
university said. 

The gene therapy, is aimed at 
blocking cellular events that lead to 
erosion and inflammation within 
human joints affected by rheuma- 
toid arthritis. 

“We are optimistic that this type 
of intervention will someday halt 
the biological processes underlying 
these diseases." said Chris Evans” 
principal investigator for the study. 

Another researcher noted that 
current therapies, while reducing 
pain, do not stop the progress of 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

The patient received injections 
of her own cells info the knuckles 
of one hand. The cells were cul- 
tured and modified to carry a gene 
that Mocks both joint erosion and 
inflammation.

Rheumatoid arthritis affects 2.1 
million Americans, mostly 
women.

As 
days go by this relationship will 
improve especially when we share 
the same trenches against the Tale- 
ban. Vfe are not in a hurry to form 
an interim government. The aim is 
to finish the fighting and to achieve 
tins we should integrate wife other 
forces also. 

On Pakistan’s alleged help to 
Taleban, we have seen no decrease 
in Pakistan's support and the deliv- 
ery of arms and ammuni tion has 
continued. On Saturday (May 18) a 
large a mount of money was given 
to the Talebau and Dostum fay Paki- 
stan. The plane that carried money 
to Dostum flew over Ghazni and 
Dostum’s brother was a passenger 
in the plane. The first step Pakistan 
should take is to stop help to oppo- 
sition groups. This would be posi- 
tive if it is implemented, I believed 
that Pakistan should change their 
strategy of the past four years.

Following is the excerpts of an interview with Ahmad SFuzh 
Masud published m die Islamabad-based Nation daily on 
June 4, 1996. 


Masud said his problem wife 
Pakistan, goes back to the years of 
the Jihad. During the Jihad Paki- 
stan wanted a puppet regime in 

Kabul that would take orders from 
them. Pakistan wanted at that rime 
a weak, dependent regime in Kabul 
and they counted on Hekmetyar. 
The assistance given to Hekmetyar 
during tiie Jihad was very different 
from that given to other parties. 
Secondly Pakistan always believed 
feat fee collapse of the Kabul re- 
gime would come from the south- 
ern front They have always been 
wrong. Before the withdrawal of 
the Soviet troops, they invited me 
to meet them (1989). I told them to 
come and see me. We agreed to • 
meet m Badakhshan and there I met 
Brigadier Janjua. Janjua explained 
how they have planned to bring 
down Najibullah in a few days and 
in toe plan for capturing Kabul they 
had trained special groups to con- 
trol law and order in the city after 
capturing it He requested me not 
to interfere in Kabul and he called 
me not to move on Kabul. My 
answer was that we are fighting for 
our country and I told him that his 
plan would not work. I said the 
strength of fee forces he had shown 
in his plant by the various parties is 
not fee real position. I said it is just 
the imagination of these parties 
who want more money from you. 
Pakistan never believed that the 
forces of fee north (Thjflc and 
Uzbeks) could take Kabul. That has 
always been tiie crux of Pakistan’s 
problem wife us and why they have 
created so many problems for us. 
They always wanted Kabul frk p- n 
from the south (Pakhtuns). 

The second problem during the 
Jihad was that the ISI always used 
wrong intelligence. It never knew 
what we were doing in the north. I 
was always surprised how unin- 
formed die ISI was about the 
north. Many journalists covering 
the Jihad were better informed of 
tiie realities in Afghanistan. Then I 
met tiie ISI chief General Durrani 
(1991). He tole me they had a plan 
to capture Kabul and that everyone 
had approved this plan when I saw 
the plan I was surprised how unin- 
formed the ISI was. Most of their 
information was based on what 
Hezb-e Islami bad told them and it 
was false information. Based on 
wrong intelligence the ISI has made 
an unintelligent plan. It was unre-

alistic and when I explained to them 
the real conditions, the winter, fee 
strength of the Mujahideen they fed 
not believe me. Durrani's last plea 
was that the army chief General 
Mirza Asfam Beg had approved the 
plan and only he could change it 
Although I had not planned to go to 
Islamabad I went there to meet Beg 
and discuss the plan. I found him a 
sound person. He realized the mis- 
takes they had made in the phm so 
he decided to abandon this plan. 
Nevertheless when Najibullah fell 
(April 1992) due to fee offensive by 
fee forces of the north Pakistan was 
surprised. The Pakistanis were 
taken completely by surprise. 
.That’s why their policies have 
failed one after another. 

On tiie destiny of Pakistan and 
Afghanistan, the interests of fee 
Pakistani people and the Af ghans 
was sacrificed by wrong policies 
during the Jihad when tire people of 
Pakistan helped the Jihad. Most 
Afghans consider Pakistan as their 
second country and all Afghans 


have good memories of Pakistan. 
The whole Afghan nation was sat- 
isfied wife the hdp provided by ftdri- 
stan during fee Jihad, ftdtistan's 
politicians should have used this 
relationship in. a more clever way. I 
believe if Pakistan had sound poli- 
cies after the collapse of tire Soviet 
Union the two countries would 
have been the most important in tire 
region and in regional politics Paki- 
stan and Afghanistan would have 
had the last word. But Pakistan 
missed this opportunity. So the des- 
tiny erf fee Mo nations was given to 
a few people in tiie intelligent serv- 
ices who fed their govern meats and 
their people wife wrong informa- 
tion and created a lot of problems 
between two nations which had 
fought together for 14 years. Ask 
any ordinary Afghan what he 
thinks and he wall tell you tire same. 

On bringing peace between 
Pakistan and Afghanistan, be said 
the initiative must come from Paki- 
stan. What is going on is neither to 
ti *2 benefit of Pakistan nor our own' 
people. Wfe believe we should leave 
tiiis wrong path that has come be- 
tween us. And the policy played out 
during fee past four years has not 
benefited us or Akistan. This at- 
mosphere should change. In our 


past wife tire Bikistanis 

we talked to them frankly and said 
the policies should change but fee 
same policies have continued. I am 
personally disappointed because I 
don’t see a power center in Pakistan 
to make this decision to change 
policy. When Benazir Bhutto 

was coming to pewer there were 
hopes for a change but we have bad 
very bad experiences with her. 

As for help from India and Rus- 
sia, Masud said this is all a creation 
by Pakistan and fee ISI in order to 
justify what I have done and to 
provoke public opinion against us 
in Pakistan. We are receiving no 
military help. 

I explained every thing to Gen- 
eral Iftikhar (former deputy DG) in 
Kabul last year. 

At the end of fee meeting be said 
now be had no worries about Indian 
involvement and be was convinced 
about it. But when Jie returned to 
-Pakistan the propaganda a gainst 
him increased. Also how can any- 
one believe that fee Russians can 
help. 

At fee end of fee interview he 
expressed optimism on regional 
stability. 


"Judge Me by My Acts" Asks 
Niger's New Military President 


NIAMEY — Niger's newly elected 
militar y president asked the inter- 
i rational community to judge him 
by his acts and said he hoped to 
form a government of national 
unity wife candidates he defeated. 

“The internation al community 
must have confidence in us, and 1 
want it to judge me an my acts and 
not on preconceived ideas," said 
General Ibrahim Bare Mainassara, 
who was confirmed as tire winner 
of a controversial presidential poll 
held earlier this month. 

Three of fee four defeated candi- 
dates, including the former presi- 
dent ousted by Mainassara in a 
January coup, fee United States and 
a U.S. .nongovernmental organiza- 
tion, the National Democratic In- 
stitute, have shed doubt on the 
credibility of the poll, which Mai- 
nassara won in tiie first round wife 
52.22 percent of fee vote. 

“It was Niger’s election and the 
people have their say," said Mai- 
nassara during an interview 
granted to two foreign press report- 


“Vfe need to be objective. Wfe 
shouldn't see democracy in tiie 
sense it has been imported and 
transposed on Niger. This democ- 
racy has shown its limitations be- 
cause it is not suited to the realities 
of our country,” he said. 

He said Monday's discussions 
wife two of the de fe ated candid a t es , 
former President Mahamane Ous- 
mane, who came second in the poll 
wife 19 percent of tiie vote, and 
Mamadou Tandja (15 percent) 
focussed cm tiie possibility of form- 
ing a government of national unity. 

"National unity is passible, we 
need tiie will erf one and all," he 
said. 

All four defeated candidates 
were held under house arrest be- 
tween July 9 — die day after tiie 
two-day poll — and Monday, when 
Mainassara lifted fee warrants re- 
stricting their movements. 

On the economic situation in Ni- 
ger, one of the poorest countries in 
fee world, where political bicker- 
ing led to a year of institutional 
paralysis before Mainassara staged 


his coup, the general said "fee past 
has taught me a lesson.” 

“Others were more concerned 
wife their own interests.' If we con- 
tinue down that path, we too wall 
fail miserably,” be said, going on 
to call on all his compatriots to 
build up fee country. 

He warned, however, that "un- 
popular measures” may need to be 
taken to "put right fee moral cli- 
mate” before Niger itself could be 
put rigbL 

Mainassara said he was shocked 
by tiie laziness of fee people. "Else- 
where (our citizens) wash windows 
and shine shoes even in the middle 
of winter, but once they get home 
to Niger, they just sit around.” 

He said he wanted to "put fee 
people back to work and to fight 
corruption, the diversion of public 
funds and tax fraud. " 

On fee Tbareg rebellion, a major 
issue since it broke out five years 
ago. Mai n a ssa ra said there had 
been "some positive developments 
in recent weeks, and we see the 
future with more serenity.” urn

Software for Internet 


SANTA CLARA, California - In- 
tel Corp. unveiled a free communi- 
cations software program for 
long-distance telephone calls oo the 
Internet based on an mdustiy stand- 
ard. 

Designed to function under the 
Windows 95 operating system, the 
new software is based on a standard 
adopted in March by 120 compa- 
nies, including Microsoft Corp., 
the uorUTs leading software maker. 

The introduction by Intel, die 
world's leading microprocessor 
maker, and its wide industry accep- 
tance boosts chances dm new stand- 
ard will become nearly universal, 
observers said. 

The common standard will allow 
users of different computers and 
different phone software to talk to 
each other and exchange data, 
sounds and images long-distance at 
the cost of the local telephone con- 
nection to the Internet 

Tie Intel product, called an “ap- 
plet", is the latest sign of the In- 
ternet's growing competition for 
telecommunications companies, 
analysts said. In a few years, phone 
companies may have to discard 
their charges per long-distance 
calls and adopt monthly fees based 
an service levels. 

'The dynamics of this Internet 
phone market are about to change 
forever,” Jeff Pulver, an analyst at 


PulveT.Com, was quoted as saying 
Monday in die Will Street Journal. 

“It’s going to change from a 
hobbyist’s toy to something busi- 
ness people and consumers are go- 
ing to use to get around 
long-distance costs.” 

Internet telephone use until now 
has been limited to a few, and the 
technology had required that both 
the caller and receiver have identi- 
cal software. Quality of the trans- 
mission was poor, and connections 
frequently ware lost 

“The reason we did our phone 
was that there woe a lot of Internet 
phones out there, but the frustra- 
tion level was high because foe 
phones didn't talk to each other,” 
Intel's marketing manager 
Frederick Yeomans told the news- 
paper. 

Tb promote the new common 
standard, known as H.323, Intel 
will make a test vercian available at 
no charge on its Wbrkf Wide Web i 
site starting Wednesday.

Black Briton Paralyzed After

POTSDAM, Germany - A 21- 
year-old German was in custody 
after an attack in which a black 
British worker in Germany ended 
up paralyzed in intensive care in a 
Berlin hospital after racially moti- 
vated assailants threw a stone at his 
car, police said. 

Police said foe incident occurred 
five weeks ago. The pursuers, sev- 
eral young men in a car, had cwer- 
taken the Briton's vehicle and 
thrown a stone which smashed 
through a side window. 

The driver lost control and the 
car went off the road and into a tree. 
Two passengers were slightly in- 
jured. 

A 21-year-old German, identi- 
fied by police only as Heiko H., 
was arrested Monday after foe vic- 
tim recognized him from a televi- 
sion report after first felling to 
make an identification from a pho- 
tograph taken when the suspect was 


originally held. 

Police were withholding the 
name and details of the British vic- 
tim, described him only as a con- 
struction worker who has lived for 
some time in tire town of Mahlow 
near Berlin.

UN Says Military Meeting to Be 
Held in Cyprus This Month 


PHNOM PENH - Twenty-four 
Cambodian boaq«ople who fled 
their country among waves of 
refugees in the turmoil of the 
previous decade were repatriated 
Tuesday, leaving less than 60 still 
in camps overseas, officials said. 
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NICOSIA - A UN official in 
Nicosia announced Monday that a 
meeting between the head of the 
Greek-Cypriot national guard and 
the commander of Turkish forces 
in Cyprus should be held before 
foe end of July, die official news 
agency CNA reported. 

"The dale of foe meeting is cur- 
rently being studied by foe mflitaxy 
leaders and foe aim is tohold it in 
July," UN represe n tative in Cy- 
prus Gustave FeisseJ said after a 
45-minute meeting with President 
Glafcos derides. 

The meeting, the first of its 
kind since the partition of Cyprus 
into Greek; and Turkish sectors in 
1974, had been announced last 
Thursday fay U.S. Ambassador to 
the United Nations Madeleine Al- 
bright during a visit here. 

"For the first time, the sides 
have indicated a willingness to 
convene a meeting of the com- 
mander of foe (Cypriot) national 
guard and foe commander ofTurk- 
ish forces in Cyprus, under foe 
auspices of the United Nations 
commander as soon as possible," 
Albright told reporters. 

"I believe foal such a meeting 
can help avoid misunderstandings 
... to reduce tensions along the 
buffer zone," she said. 

Albright also urged steps to re- 
duce the size of military forces on 
the two sides of the island, which 
has seen a sizable buildup in recent 
years. 

About 1,200 United Nations 
peacekeepers patrol a buffer zone 
separating the Greek-Cypriot and 
Turiash-Cypriot communities. 

Albright led a high-level U.S. 
delegation to Cyprus to attempt to 
lay the groundwork for the open- 
ing of comprehensive peace talks 
between the two sides. She de- 
scribed the military meeting as a 
"first step on a long road" to a 
peaceful resolution. 

Cypres has been divided since 
1974 when Turkish troops invaded 
the northern third of foe island in 
response to a coup in Nicosia in- 
spired by the military junta ruling 
Greece at the time. 


Turirish-Cypriot leaders set up 
a breakaway republic in 19S3, but 
it is only recognized by Ankar a 
which maintains an estimated 
35,000 troops there backed by 400 
U.S.-made tanks.

GENEVA — Individual heads of 
state could be brought before a 
permanent mtmuntinnal criminal 
court for acts of aggression or war 
crimes under new United Nations 
proposals unveiled Tuesday. 

Leaders responsible for geno- 
cide, war crimes or crimes against 
humanity would no longer be able 
to think they can rest easy, said 
Algerian lawyer Ahmed Mahiou, 
chairman of the UN's Interna- 
tional Law Commission. 

"For foe first time we are tell- 
ing heads of states: This is what 
awaits you if you commit these 
crimes," said Mahiou. 

The proposals will be put to the 
next UN General Assembly, al- 
though Mahiou con c e d ed that it 
might be difficult to have them 


up a standing tribunal. 

The measures would accom- 
pany the UN's criminal' code 
which defines "crimes against 
peace and security of mankind" 
under the 1949 Geneva conven- 
tion. 

The idea of "aggression" which 
until now only concerned specific 
states, such as foe Iraqi invasion of 
Kuwait in 1990, would now also 
be applied to the individuals re- r 
sponsible, Mahiou told a press 
conference. 

If a permanent tribunal was set 
up, it would no longer be neces- 
sary to establish individual inter- 
national war crimes tribunals such 
as those for the former Yugoslavia 
and Rwanda, be said. 

He cited foe example of Bos- 


the International Criminal Tribu- 
nal at The Hague for genocide, 
crimes against humanity and war 
crimes. 

However Karadzic remains at 
large despite agreeing to step 
down as Bosnian Serb "president" 
last week.

Bosnian Serbs Use Aid to 
Blackmail Displaced People 


GENEVA - The UNHCR has 
protested to foe Bosnian Serb 
authorities, accusing them of using 
humanitarian aid to blackmail 
people into voting for them, a 
spokeswoman said Tuesday. 

The organization’s repre- 
sentative in Bosnia, Soren lessen 
Petersen, expressed his "profound 
concern” after receiving proof that 
the Serbs were using humanitarian 
aid for political ends, spokes- 
woman Christi ane Berthiaume 
said. 

"The UNHCR considers this 
scandalous and unacceptable, " she 
said. 

Berthiaume said that the 
UNHCR, the NATO-led Imple- 
mentation Force and other interna- 
tional bodies had found proof that 
the Bosnian jSerbs were telling dis- 
placed people they would receive 
no aid or help to rebuild houses 
unless they promised to vote for 
the ultra-nationalist Serbian 
Democratic Party. 

The Bosnian Serbs were also 
telling people from the Muslim- 
Croat Federation that they should 
register to vote in the Republika 
Srpska instead of in their place of 
origin. 

Under foe electoral rules for the 
Bosnian general elections in Sepr 
tember, voters can choose to vote 
where they were registered in 
1991 or in their current place of 
residence. 

Berthiaume said foe UNHCR 
was waiting for a response from 
the Bosnian Serb authorities and 
was trying to find ways to distrib- 
ute aid fairly. 

The spokeswoman was not able 
to say how many people were af- 
fected by the blackmail. 

She said that in the northern 


Serb-controlled town of Banja 
Luka, 420,000 people were de- 
pendent on humanitarian aid and 
285,000 were displaced from foe 
Muslim-Croat Federation.

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JUST 25 YEARS AGO Singapore 
was a modest port, ringed by 
slums and squalor. Today it is 
three things— an a city, a 

nation. The last two have always 
dominated the first. It is possible 
to visit Singapore and forget that 
you are on an island. 

The key to Singapore’s tre- 
mendous development is the Con- 
cept Flan conceived in 1971 to 
help guide thecotmtry into-a new 
age. Changi Airport (one of foe 
key airports of the world, regu- 
larly named as the world’s best), 
the MRT underground railway 
systen, new housing, schools, 
hospitals and roads for a growing 
population all grew from the fer- 
tile soil of this plan and a nation’s 
wish to get things done. In a rela- 
tively short period, Singapore has 
achieved what has taken many 
other countries generations to ac- 
complish. 

The current coastline of more 
than 140 kms will be almost dou- 
bled by creative reclamation. This 
will result in new beaches and 
coastal playgrounds. By-Year X, 
Singapore win have increased its 
area by 17 percent, .much of 
which will be dedicated to hous- 
ing, recreation and leisure. 

The new islands to be re- 
claimed from foe sea— some m 
places at present covered fay 15 
xntrs of water— will give Singa- 
pore that extra dimension. Sin- 
gaporeans will be aide to enjoy a 
country that has more emphasis 
on its tropical "island-ness". AH 
^ reclamation work will take into 
account the need to allow Singa- 
pore to capitalize on the cooling 
effect of sea breezes and water. 
Most visitors name foe shopping, 
the ethnic districts (Chinatown, 
Karapong Glam and Little India) 
and the holiday island of Sentosa 
as the main drawcards. Tin new

Regional Centers 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
physical changed envisaged fay 
the revised Concept Plan is the 
development of four new regional 
centers. To be built in the west, 
northwest, northeast and east of 
foe island, the centeres, along 
with the Downtown core, will 
give Singapore new bubs of busi- 
ness, employment, shopping, cul- 
ture and entertainment 


The centers—' Tampines, Sele- 
tar. Woodlands, Jurong East- 
will each have a distinct identity. 
Tampines Regional Center, close 
to Changi Airport, has foe poten- 
tial to become a site for corporate 
headquarters which executives 
can fly into and out of very

quickly. Seletar Regional Center 
seems likely to be based around 
the aviation industry and the re- 
gional airport which already ex- 
ists there. It has an attractive 
location on both banks of the 
Ponggol River. 

This decentralization is de- 
signed to allow broad commercial 
growth and to prevent the Down- 
town area from becoming overde- 
veloped and congested. For 
Singaporeans, the regional cen- 
ters will bring jobs and social 
amenities closer to home. They 
will also avoid the syndrome, 
seen all over the world, in which 
millions of people crowd into a 
city center at the same time— then 
all leave at foe same time. 


Housing 

Housing is a key element in 
increasing the quality of Sin- 
gaporean life. The strategy here is 
to offer more choice, more vari- 
ety ami more room. 

Most Singaporeans live in 
high-density public housing, 
which represents 83 percent of 
Singapore’s housing stock. By 
Year X, that should fall to about 
70 percent as more townhouses, 
maisonettes, semi-detached and 
terraced houses, bungalows and 
low-and-medium-rise apartment 
blocks become available. Existing 
public housing will be subject of 
a multi mi I lion dollar upgrading, 
program to provide amenities and 
facilities closely matching those 
in private condominiums. 

There will also be new housing 
areas— many in more exotic loca- 
tions like foe islands mentioned 
earlier. People will also have 
more living space. At present Sin- 
gaporeans have an average of 20 
sq kms of living space each. That 
will increase to 30-35 sq mts by 
Year X. More community facili- 
ties— schools, hospitals and librar- 
ies— are also planned to serve the 
new housing areas. 

Transport 

Singapore's MRT system has 
already been hailed as a success 
in providing comfortable, effi- 
cient and inexpensive travel be- 
tween its 42 stations. By Year X, 

over 90 M RT and new LRT (light 
rail) stations are planned. This 
will provide an island-wide net- 


work as an attractive and practical 
alternative to the private car. 

The island-wide expressway 
network should be in place by foe 
Year 2000 and this will be com- 
plemented by high capacity semi- 
expressways. A new network of 
regional ferries and ferry termi- 
nals is also planned to serve the 
outlying islands and neighboring 
countries. 

The revised Concept Plan of- 
fers something for everyone. It 
will provide all Singaporeans, re- 
gardless of income level, with one 
of foe highest standards of living 
in the world, it will also boost its 
tourism industry and encourage 
more investment in the country. 

It sounds a lot to expect. But in 
Singapore, things get done!
